The next three figures designate the floret size and color classification as 
adopted by the North American Gladiolus Council. The first digit indicates the 
floret size while the last two digits indicate the color classification.

blotches and feathers for the color (indicated by number) immediately preceding 
those odd numbers, as shown on the color table above. 


BLOOMING DATE: 

The set of figures following the floret size and color classification, indicate 
the number of growing days required from planting to date of blooming. The 
number of days to bloom is usually figured for large bulbs. Medium size bulbs 
usually require from five to seven days longer to bloom. Because of variations 
in climate, the number of days for a particular variety to bloom may vary by 
several days. However, the listed blooming dates will give a fair approximation 
of what to expect of a variety. 

By way of explanation, Large bulbs are 1%” in diameter and larger and 
produce the largest spikes. Medium bulbs are %” to 1%” in diameter and pro- 
duce excellent spikes, often as big as large, but somewhat later. Small bulbs 
are 4" to %4” in diameter and most always bloom, but with smaller sized spikes.

Heavily ruffled blush white with over- 
lay of buff. 7 open on a tall straight 
spike of 20 buds with a 30” flower- 
head. Has been Grand Champion win- 
ner plus other top awards. 


VIOLET CHARM (Jack 53) 476—85 
Light violet, cream throat with deep 
violet broad arrow. Strong straight 
spikes with 22 buds and blooms will 
open 10. Has good placement and will 
become a winner at the shows. Sure 
to be popular as a cut flower. 


WEDGEWOOD (K. & M.) 478—85 

K. & M.’s Wedgewood is the closest to 
true blue found in gladiolus and is not 
to be confused with Fischer’s Wedge- 
wood. Grows very tall with 4-5 open. 
You will enthuse over the color, much 
better blue than that of Pelegrina and 
Abu Hassan and has larger florets. 
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WHITE EXCELSIOR (Europe) 500—75 


Here is one of the best varieties in our 
1953 trial garden. Grows up to 60 
inches tall with 6-8 perfectly placed 
florets open. From No. 5 bulbs we cut 
spikes up to 55 inches tall. Certainly 
recommend you try this, one of the 
best whites for cut-flowers. 


WHISTLE STOP (Woods 53) 462—80 


Brilliant rose purple that grows up to 
66 inches tall with a 34 inch flower- 
head with 10-12 open. The ruffled 
florets are firmly attached. In the rose 
class it would be hard for anything to 
keat this. One of the best 1953 in- 
troductions. 


WINONA (Barrett 52) 406—72 


A light cream, slightly deeper throat. 
Opens 8 ruffled and frilled blooms on 
a 55” spike. This should become a 
leading commercial as it is one of the 
first to bloom. The 5 inch florets are 
well placed on a 30” flowerhead.

Beautiful orange-pink with a cherry throat blotch. Opens 8 large blooms on a 
tall 18 bud spike. One that is a wonderful commercial and show glad. 


DANNY DANTON (Kaylor 46) 452—80 
A deep ruby-red with a deeper throat blotch. It will be first come, first served 
on this one as | have never been able to supply the demand. A beautiful color. 


DEBORAH SAMPSON (Scheer 37) 440—85 
One of the strongest growers producing long flowerheads with 10 well 
placed blooms open at a time on a 22 bud spike. Color is a delicate pink and 
buff. Another fine variety. 


DIEPPE (Hassel 45) 436—85 
Deep salmon-red with a darker blotch. A very beautiful and distinctive color. 
Opens 7 to 9 large well arranged blooms on a good spike. Very popular glad. 


DR. FLEMING (Salman 47) 442-85 
Salmon pink that makes fine spikes. Florets are ruffled with 6 to 8 open on 
a well balanced spike. Good commercial.

Beautiful light pink. Opens 8-9 huge nicely ruffled blooms on a long head. It 
is a tall healthy grower but most always blooms are poorly placed.

placed florets opened on strong spikes. This should become popular. 


GLOW (Howell 46) 420—70 
This is a luminous salmon-orange which is bright toward the throat and grows

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CULTURAL HINTS 


Packages of bulbs must be opened as soon as received and the bulbs stored 
in a cool, dry place until planting time. 

PLANTING DATES. Any time from early Spring until the first of July. The bloom- 
ing season can be prolonged until frost if planted at intervals of three weeks. 
WHERE TO PLANT. Glads shouid be planred in open, sunny places, away from 
buildings and trees. They are primarily cut flowers and should be planted in 
rows such as a vegetable garden. 

SOIL. Glads will grow in any kind of soil but do best in a sandy loam. The 
soil must be well drained. It pays to spade deeply. 

FERTILIZING. The amount to use will depend upon the fertility of your soil. 
Any good commercial fertilizer will give good results or you can ask your dealer 
for the fertilizer commonly used on potatoes in your locality. Most growers pre- 
fer the fertilizer in the bottom of the trench as the bulbs are planted. Care must 
be taken to see that the fertilizer is mixed with the soil and then about 2 inches 
of soil placed over the mixture. The bulbs should then be set in the row, leaving 
the 2 inches of soil between them and the fertilizer. 

DISINFECTING. All bulbs and bulblets should be dipped in disinfectant in order 
to kill Thrip and to prevent possible disease infection on the bulbs. Nothing 
will cure bulbs affected with any of the rots. Bulbs showing rot should be dis- 
carded at once. (See formulas for Dips and Sprays.) 

PLANTING. Plant from 3 to 6 inches deep. Small bulbs should be planted about 
3 inches deep and larger sizes up to 6 inches deep. If you have a heavy clay 
soil 4 to 5 inches will be deep enough. The bulbs should be set not closer than 4 
inches apart in the rows and the soil must be firmed well after planting. 
WATERING. Glads need plenty of moisture. To produce top bloom they should 
have 1/2 to 2 inches of water per week. Whenever the natural rainfall fails to 
supply this quantity be sure to put it on in the form of irrigation. It is best to 
water just once or twice a week, soaking the soil well, so that the roots are not 
pushing upward to the surface of the ground. 

CUTTING BLOOMS. Glads are the most popular cut flower grown today. To 
enjoy them at their best the spikes should be cut when the first floret is in full 
bloom. They should be placed in water at once and taken indoors to develop 
slowly. You can enjoy a spike a long time as a good variety will open every 
bud to the tip, in water. If the water in the vase is changed daily and about an 
inch of the stem is cut off (slantwise) each day, many varieties will keep for as 
long as a week. When cutting the spike always leave 4 leaves on the plant to 
develop the bulb for the following year. 

DIGGING. Bulbs should not be dug until about 6 weeks after blooming, in or- 
der to mature the bulbs. A good sign is to watch the foilage and when it begins 
to turn brown, dig at once. After the tops are cut off, close to the bulb, dry the 
bulbs in the air in trays or boxes. It is best not to allow the sun to shine directly 
on them while drying. After 2 or 3 weeks of drying the old bulb and roots can 
then be removed. DO NOT remove the husks as this protects bulb during storag.e 
STORAGE. After drying, the bulbs must not be exposed to freezing tempera- 
tures. The ideal storage temperature is 38 to 45 degrees. Bulbs should not be 
placed too deeply in the boxes as they need air while in storage. 

When you get ready to store your bulbs, be sure to give them a light dusting 
of 5% D.D.T. This will eliminate any danger of thrip feeding on your bulbs 
during storage period. Glads are easy to grow and anyone, even a beginner, 
can grow the finest show flowers! 
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FORMULAS FOR DIPS AND SPRAYS 


LYSOL DIP 
4 tablespoons of Lysol 
3 gallons of water 
or 

1 pint of Lysol 
25 gallons of water 

Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no longer than 6 
hours; soak bulblets overnight or 12 to 14 hours. After bulbs or bulblets are re- 
moved from the solution, allow to drain for 30 minutes and plant same day as 
treated, preferably while still wet. 


BICHLORIDE OF MERCURY 
1 oz. Bichloride of Mercury 
7 gallons of water 
Soak 10 to 12 hours immediately preceding planting. Plant wet. Must 
be used in an earthen or wooden container. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 

1 ounce New Improved Ceresan 

3 teaspoons Grasselli Sticker or 3 teaspoons Dreft 

3 gallons water 

To get a good preparation easily and quickly, mix the Ceresan and wet- 

ting agent together, add a little water at a time, and stir until a uniform mixture 
is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the 
solution 15 minutes, stirring several times during the treatment; soak bulblets 
for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow 
them to drain for about 30 minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. A delay in plant- 
ing can cause injury to the bulbs. If the ground is dry at planting time, | suggest 
the Lysol treatment instead of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable delay 
in germination or growth besides possible injury to the bulbs. 


THRIP SPRAY 

2 ounces Tartar Emetic 

2 ounces brown sugar 

3 gallons water 

Mix well and spray weekly after the foilage is in third leaf. 

or 

% |b. DDT. (50%) 

%2 pint liquid soap (Germicidal) 
25 gallons of water 

For small plantings the following DDT spray is reported as giving good results: 
1 rounded teaspoonful DDT (50%) 

¥2 teaspoonful Dreft 

1 gallon water 
DUSTING—The easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrip is to dust the 
foliage of the plants with 5% D.D.T. Many types of dusters are available and 
one can be obtained to suit your size planting. Begin dusting when plants are 
in third leaf and continue about every two weeks. If this is done you can say 
goodbye to Thrip! 


CAUTION: Bichloride of Mercury, Lysol, New Improved Ceresan, Tartar Emetic, 
and DDT are poisonous and care should be taken in handling and storing these.
